The collection of flatiron's at the 


State Historical museum 'has .just 
been completed with the receival of 
the charcoal' iron which Miss Irene 
Kloety has recently presented to the 
museum. This collection includes all 
types of irons used by the Ameri- 
can housewife since 1795. Besides 
the collection of American flatirons 
there are foreign irons and mangles. 


Ths iron presented by Miss Kloety 


was1 in use in -her home in Milwau- 
kee nntiM916.. It is operated, by 
heating charcoal until glowing" hot; 
then the charcoal was 'put in the 
iron- and-fresh charcoal is added. 
When once heated,-" the fire lasts for 
.an hour. Then '• it is'-.necessary;to 


j start-all over again. 


The earlleit iron used had an iron 


handle 'and was1 in one piece .all 
solid iron! Then came an iron with 
a hollow base and a wooded handle. 
A -triangle interior which went in 
tha base -was heated and then p'nt in 
the shell, with tongs.

In your 'comment yesterday on 


the Coolidge article relative to the 
Draft Boards, you were again far 
off and far away rrom the truth.. 
Local Board No. 2-was 
organized 


with seven members. . Soon after a 
clerk was added. Every time a phyv 
ical 
examination was conducted 


three extra doctors were employed 
Then at times there, was extra 
stenographic work hired and such 
items as typewriter rental, telephone 
rental,; Jong, distance toll and jani- 
tor service. 
The Board remained 


seven members until in December. 
The latter part of January 'it was 
reduced to- four members and has 
remained that' number ever ginc9- 
I have-not the data at hand.frjm 
which, to find what the total cost of 
the Draft Boards amounted to, but 
a local paper, generally reliable in 
its facts, put the-total expense of 
Draft Board No. 2 at $6,000 -and 
that of Draft Board No. I at $5,800. 
This would correspond somewhat to 
the difference' in the-registration of 
the two Boards. Local' Board No. 2 
had some hundred more registrants 
than Local Board No. 1. From the

will see that there were 


times- when eleven people were at- 
tached to Local Board. No. 2. 


The members of Local Boards No. 


1 and 2 lived from seven' to thirty 
miles away from Madison.
